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Liberal Nomination 

One Hundred Delegates Met at 
Macleod Last Week. Meeting 
Addressed by J. A. McKinnon, 
Minister of Trade and 
Commerce v 


Let’s Finish It 
This Time 


The Liberal nominating convention 
was held at Macleod last Thursday to 
select a candidate to contest the Mac- 
lead constituency in the next federal 
election. Alfred Gladstone Lewis, a 
prominent fanner of Claresnolnv was 
chosen by a clear majority after J. C-. 
Heibert, Nanton lawyer, withdrew 
from the contest. The other two nom¬ 
inees were Frank Holmes, lancher of 
the Fincher Creek district, and Enian- 
uel Handle, farmer and- stockmen of 
High River. ,* , - 

Agreeing to make his first bid for* 
public office by accepting the nomin¬ 
ation, Mr. Lewis told the hundred 
delegates, he would give ‘them the 
best representation of his ability and 
when elected h e added: “1 will be the 
best hired man for you that I can pos¬ 
sibly be.” 

Before nominations were opened 
delegates chose a new slate of officers 
passed five resolutions and heard Hon. 
James McKinnon, federal minister of 
trade and commerce describe the 
strengthened position of the Liberal 
party throughout the dominion. 

Mr. Heibert was the unanimous 
choice for president and now assumes 
the "position, vacated some time ago 
by Judge J. W. McDonald, now ap¬ 
pointed to the bench. George Riley, 
High Iiiver, was chosen vjce-presi- 
dent, and Clyde C. Jessup of Nanton 
was chosen as secretary-treasurer. 

Among the directors selected were: 
High River, G. Riley and Neil Ross; 
Nanton, Heibert and Jessup; Cay¬ 
ley, Jack Allison; Parkland, C. Jor- 
gens; Vulcan, J. Marshall; Champion, 
W. Bozart; Lomond, P. Frost; Brant, 
D. McNiven; Longview, Mrs. D. Fras¬ 
er; Royalties, C. N. Cowling; Kartell, 
G. S. Caspell. 

The candidate, Mr. Lewis was born 
in Dakota, Dec. 1894, and has been a 
resident of the Claresholm district 
since 1904, when his parents moveu 
there to take up farming. His father, 
the late Mr. Lewis, brought the first 
white-faced cattle to this part of the 
west. 

Mr. Lewis has been farming suc¬ 
cessfully on a large scale, and is also 
regarded as a very iapable livestock 
man, raising purebred Hereford cat¬ 
tle and Belgian horses. Mr. Lewis 
voiced his confidence in the return to 
power of the Liberal government at 
the next federal election. He em¬ 
phasized he.was a great admirer oi 
Mackenzie King and was proud of the 
record of the Libe^pl Government and 
as far as the Macleod constituency 
was concerned, he felt the chances 
for electing a Liberal candidate were 
never better. 

Mr. Holmes sought the candidacy 
on the strength of the experience he 
has acquired in his 44 years of farm¬ 
ing lumbering and ranching in Ai-, 
berta, six years of which have been 
spent as a member of Alberta boara 
of review for the Farmers Creditors 
Arrangement Act. 

Mr f Randle allowed his name to 
stand and addressing the convention, 
explained he had been farming in Al¬ 
berta for 40 years and is chairman of 
the Foothills School Division. 

Mr. Heibert had been elected presi¬ 
dent, before being nominated and h<» 
withdrew his name as a nominee in 
the hopes that he would be permitted 
to work as president towards the as¬ 
surance that a Liberal candidate 
would be elected in Macleod riding. 

In his brief afternoon address, Mr. 
MacKinnon explained that the Liberal 
government would not be coming to 
the people to seek re-election on the 
strength of wild promises but rather 
on the record of important legislation 
which it has already enacted and 
which ft wishes to put into operation. 

Four resolutions presented to the 
convention were unanimously passed. 

One recorded the convention loyalty 
and confidence in Mackenzie King and 
bis government. 

In the second the convention voiced 
its appreciation of the plans and poli¬ 
cies initiated and carried into effect 
to enable the nation unitedly to make 
contribution towards the destruction 
of tyranny and the preservation of the 
democratic way of life. 

In the third legislation enacted by 
the Liberal Government for the reha¬ 
bilitation of the men and women in 
Canada's armed forces meet with fuu 
approval of all present. 

The final resolution declared the 
convention’s appreciation of the ef¬ 
forts of Mackenzie King and his 
government in the world of interna¬ 
tional affairs, "which has not only 
served to unite the Allied Nations in 
this war but has given confidence to 
the smaller nations of their place'and 
influence in the planning of the work 
of tomorrow and we trust that at' any 
conference our prime minister will be 
present to represent Canada.'

Out of distastrous defeat in 1870, 
France rose stronger than before 
winner of the next great war. Out of 
heroic victory in 1928 she fell two 
decades later, soft, discontented, divid 
ed—an easy prey to the nation she 
had just defeated. 

O.ur own victory in 1918 proved 
none too healthy. We too went soft. 
We are still suffering 'a hangover 
from thus last success—a poor 'start 
with which to face another victory. 

Even now Goebbels is bolstering 
Nazi morale with the cry that, while 
Germany may lose the war, she w ill 
grow stronger through defeat and be 
surp to win the peace over nations 
that are coasting on their victory. 

But it is not victory that weakens 
nations. It is incomplete victory 1 —a 
semi-victory which tricks us into 
thinking that, because we have won 
against force's threatening from with¬ 
out, we have also won against the for¬ 
ces threatening from within. 

And it is not defeat which strength¬ 
ens and unites a nation. It is the sense 
of a desperate common need—a long 
untravelled road ahead—and we know 
we cannot go this distance unless we 
pull together. 

This time let’s make up for past 
mistakes. We can fight together to 
complete our victory, determined to 
work out our common need. We can 
give the laugh to Goebbels' and rise 
from victory stronger than if we had 
been welded by defeat. 

There’s the fight to build up homes 
—not just the new houses we will 
need after the war, but families in 
them who are different—who care 
enough to check and turn back our 
galloping divorce and delinquency 
rates. 

There’s the fight to building up in¬ 
dustry—not just to give us all the 
automobiles and refrigerators we 
want, but to mass-produce the char¬ 
acter io pull together and arrest the 
trend towards class conflict that may 
end in civil strife. 

Only victory in areas like these at 
home can complete our victory 
^bi'oad. There is a long way still to 
Kjfo. But that is just the spur we need 
to call 'out everything we have and 
keep us in the forefront of the fight.

Farm Problem 


Our very high respect and admira¬ 
tion for the ladies of this district has 
become tinged with a fear, as it ap¬ 
pears that this desk is the focal point 
of- their disturbed thoughts. As soon as 
they have the time, they will do some¬ 
thing about their righteous anger. 

And the cause of it all ? It’s the 
lack of help. A recent Tinier carried 
a story on the “Unemployment in 
High River,” which we understand 
created this alarming situation. Cau¬ 
tiously inquiring from the husbands, 
we learn that the ladies definitely 
disapprove of any plan which would 
mean more mouths to feed and addi¬ 
tional labor. After hearing their 
-side, we hasten to retract our sugges¬ 
tion that farmers keep their help on 
the farm pending harvest work. One 
farmer pointed out that domestic help 
on the farm has .almost become non¬ 
existent and most farm wives, not 
only handle their regular work, #bich 
is a full-time job, but must in addi¬ 
tion, accept the full responsibility and 
additional work caused by harvest 
operations. 

The lack of domestic help is not 
confined to the towns and cities alone. 
It becomes a more serious problem to 
the ladies on the farm during this 
particular season. The additional 
hands, the long working hours, the 
haivest operations, must constitute a 
very heavy burden. Our apologies to 
the ladies for a hasty and ill-advised 
suggestion.

The second Quebec conference op-' 
ened at Quebec with Prime Minister 
Churchill and President Roosevelt 
present. Premier King cordially wel¬ 
comed the distinguished leaders and 
their wives.

Six million words were spoken in 
the Hou^e of Commons during this 
year’s session. 

They are, embalmed in Hansard at 
a cost of about. §160,OP0 or 2 2/3c a 
w ord.„ 

The House sat' 123 days. Talk 
therefore averaged abouU 49,000 
words a sitting. 

But,‘While for 100 days or so the 
torrents pf oratory floods wept mat¬ 
ters of relatively niino impoitance, 
legislation involving expenditures of 
. billions was rushed through with the 
spaed-of a Mosquito. 

In 15 days, at a rate of something 
like $25 million an hour, the members 
voted for annual' tax collections of 
$ 1*2 billions to finance five majoi 
measures—Family Allowances, War 
Service Gratuities, Farm Prices Floor, 
Fishery Prices Floor and Housing— 
in addition to more than the $514 bil¬ 
lions previously voted for war, mut¬ 
ual aid and civil expenditures. J 

Total debating time given the “ba¬ 
by bonus” bill, involving an annua, 
cost of $250 millions, was 34 hours. 
Ten hours were devoted to discussion 
of a $200 millions item for farm price 
stabilization. Barely 40 members 
were present when the Finance Min 
ister introduced his $275 millions 
Housing Bill. 

Yet, in the opening days of the ses¬ 
sion, 60 hours were occupied by talk 
on the Speech from the Throne. Two 
days of debate on the possibility of 
speeding up parliamentary procedure 
by amending House rules got nowhere 
at all. 

It jus|t doesn’t make sense. 

- For years governments have devel¬ 
oped the habit of waiting until the 
tail end of the session to bring do^i 
legislation which affects the taxpay¬ 
ers’ pockets. But now the very system 
of postwar government is affected. 

Entirely apart from the basic mer¬ 
its of social security measures, and 
we are not discussing their merits, the 
methods of application are left to 
Ministers or to boards. Parliament 
has had no say in the matter of how 
the public’s funds are to be distribu¬ 
ted. 

Of tremendous ifnportance is the 
fact recorded by our Ottawa corres¬ 
pondent in this isiue. He writes, 
“What seems to have been largely 
missed in the House debates is the en¬ 
tirely new concept of public finance 
which underlies these proposed ex¬ 
penditures.” 

Putting the pieces together he in¬ 
terprets the proposed policy as being 
akin to Joseph's—accumulation in fat 
years to distribute in the lean? In bad 
‘times, easier taxes and vast expendi-. 
tiires. In good times, high taxes and 
reduced public spending. 

This may sound good," but all sorts 
of things are involved, including pro. 
vincial rights. And the sizzle of an 
Ottawa August isn’t conducive,Unpar¬ 
liamentary understanding qf ap “en¬ 
tirely new concept,” even if Mr. Ilsley 
had called attention to it, which ap¬ 
parently he did not. 

The point is that if the nation’s 
business is to be adequately discusseo 
by the people’s representatives, as 
the people want it to be discussed, the 
whole machinery of Parliament has 
got to be overhauled and the allot¬ 
ment of debating time and the intro¬ 
duction of legislation so arranged 
that the most vital measures aren't 
left until a jaded House in a beet 
coma caji be counted on to rush 
through billions in minutes. 

The assembly gave approval to the 
new seal before the ceremony.

Divided into four 
segments, the seal has. four emblems 
—the dove, the open Bible, the burn¬ 
ing bush and the Greek letters, alpha 
and omega.

Dr. Barnum Brown, one of the Un¬ 
ited States’ leading oil geologists, is 
conducting the drilling activities in 
search for oil at the EP ranch, west 
cf High River. 

A story by Fred Kennedy in The 
Calgary Herald, pointed out that this 
wildcat well was receiving more than 
ordinary interest. The Herald goes 
on to “say: 

There are a lot of unusual features 
about this particular wildcat well. 
Not the least important is that all 
preliminary sub-surface exploratory 
work was done by the electro-mag¬ 
netic method, and the original ap¬ 
proximate site of the well was spot¬ 
ted from the air by Dr. Brown in 1939 
during the course of a 45,000 square 
mile aerial tour of potential Alberta 
oil and gas fields.

“Later, I agreed to supervise sub¬ 
surface exploratory work and this 
was completed quietly in J_943.” 

Confident-Oil There 

Dr. Brown, although hopeful that 
oil will be recovered in commercial 
quantities, is not looking for any rec¬ 
ord-breaking gusher. He said the well 
was logging just as he had expected, 
with the exception that he now be¬ 
lieves the limestone will be reached 
at a somewhat greater depth than he 
had first anticipated. 

He said the well was logging nor¬ 
mally;- first drift, then the Alberta 
shales, followed by the Blairmore. At 
860 feet they were in the Blairmore. 

It was expected the Kootenay and the 
Fernie would be met in that order 
and then the limestone.
